F rie n d s of Dr. K o ch er w ired flow ­ 
e rs from all p a rts of th e co u n try , and 
th e ch u rcli w as lite ra lly tilled w ith

Since the tim e around the begin­ 
ning of the century when G. Stanley 
Hall wrote his m onum ental w ork on 
Adolescence, so m uch has been w rit­ 
ten and printed about boys and girls 
of the adolescent or high school age 
that no one could satisfactorily keep 
up with the lite ratu re on this one sub­ 
ject.

1936, 
hardrock crow s in the Potrero head­ 
ing of the San Jacinto excavated 610 
feet of th at heading during tlie m onth 
of June. 
T he total progress in the 
13-mile San Jacinto tunnel during the 
m onth was 1,983 feet, leaving 6,741 
feet of the tuunel yet to be pene­ 
trated. 
P rogress during June in tlie other

419 
feet: Law rence W est, 430 feet.

D uring th e first six m onths of 193S, 


the San Jacinto crew s excavated a 
total of 9903 weet of main headings 
which were driven with a diam eter 
of IS feet. 
Tills excellent progress 
averages up to 13.6S feet per heading 
per day, or 4.56 feet per heading per 
shift. 
Tiie San Jacinto tunnel, the second 
longest on the aqueduct, w as started 
in 1933 and will lie the last tunnel 
on the aqueduct to be completed. 
On 
July 1. a total of 11.76 m iles of the 
tunnel had been excavated, and 6.78 
m iles of Ibis had been lined with 
concrete and completed. 


Considered to be one of the m ost 
difficult tunnels of its size th at lias 
ever been driven, the San Jacinto tun­ 
nel is being constructed as a force 
account project by the M etropolitan 
W afer D istrict. 
This and th e other 
tunnels on the main aqueduct have
